Councillor 
in vow on 
green belt 

A COUNCILLOR has vowed 
to do all she can to protect 
green belt land near homes 
after the last remaining pub 
serving an estate was put 
up for sale. 

Marston’s has accepted 
an offer for The Sneyd, in 
Vernon Way, on the Blox- 
wich-Willenhall border. 

Bloxwich West repre¬ 
sentative Councillor Louise 
Harrison said she would 
not support any planning 
application that would see 
the loss of what is the last 
pub on the Mossley estate 
nearby. “The area the pub 
is built on is green belt land 
and I would do everything I 
can to protect all green belt 
land in the area,” Councillor 
Harrison said. 

The Leathern Bottle, in 
Cresswell Crescent, Moss- 
ley, is earmarked for demo¬ 
lition to make way for a new 
pub, retail and residential 
complex under proposals re¬ 
vealed two years agos. While 
a third pub The Eagle has 
also shut down. 


The empty building will 
be refurbished as part of the 
£6m plans and an extension 
would be built to allow the 
school to cater for up to 480 
pupils aged from 14 to 19. 

Up to 300 students are ex¬ 
pected to make the move to 
the site, off Portland Street, 
from April 2016 after bosses 
said the current site in Ver¬ 
non Way, Bloxwich, was too 
restrictive. 

The current school build¬ 
ing, based at the site of the 
former Sneyd Community 
School, is currently leased 
from Walsall Council and 
would be handed back to the 
local authority. 

Bosses say the new town 
centre location would make 
the facility more accessible 
to students and will provide 
state-of-the-art facilities. 

Henriette Harnisch, chair 
of governors at the Black 
Country UTC, which is 
sponsored by Walsall Col¬ 
lege and the University of 
Wolverhampton, said the 
current site in Bloxwich 
had proved challenging for 
recruitment due to its loca¬ 
tion and restricted public 
transport links. ” 

The move means that 
long-standing plans to ex¬ 
pand on the current site 
which would have also seen 
another college, the West 
Midlands Construction UTC 
move there have been aban¬ 
doned.

Start date 
on elderly 
patients' 
beds bid 

A MOVE to put elderly pa¬ 
tients discharged from hos¬ 
pital in Walsall into care 
home beds could be intro¬ 
duced by next March, as 
part of a shake-up. 

A discharge unit at Wal¬ 
sall Manor is currently used 
for frail patients who have a 
lengthy rehabilitation ahead 
of them. But bosses admit 
it is becoming ‘more like a 
hospital ward’ as the hos¬ 
pital gets busier and A&E 
admissions soar. 

They are now proposing 
housing the facility in a care 
home, or spreading the beds 
across a number of homes. 

The plans are being dis¬ 
cussed by the council’s 
health scrutiny committee 
today, Thursday. 

And a report reveals that 
the new locations could be 
chosen by October, with the 
unit being vacated by March 
next year. The 34-bed Swift 
Discharge Unit has been in 
place since 2011 in the Man¬ 
or’s modular block. 

Bosses say it is intended 
to ‘provide somewhere for 
these patients to be able to 
leave the hospital and trans¬ 
fer to more of a care home 
setting, so as to be able to 
prepare to return home, or 
to make a decision about a 
permanent move to a care 
home’. 

A new location has not yet 
been chosen but bosses say 
the move would improve the 
care patients receive.

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Bridge fence move to stop yobs 


A FENCE will be built on a bridge 
to stop bricks being hurled onto 
cars below amid fears drivers could 
be seriously hurt. 

Cars and buses have been dam¬ 
aged by yobs who gather on the 
Fordbrook railway bridge in Pelsall. 

And now community leaders and 
the bridge owners have come up 
with a plan they they hope will fi¬ 
nally solve the problem. 


Dents have been left in cars 
and windscreens have even been 
smashed in a spate of incidents. 

Now bridge owners Sustrans have 
agreed to fund a wire mesh fence. 

Ranjit Kaur, the council’s area 
manager for Brownhills, Rushall, 
Shelfield and Pelsall, said: “Young 
people have been throwing objects 
from the bridge onto on-coming 
traffic. Following a site visit, a fur¬ 


ther meeting was held with partners 
to move forward with an amicable 
solution. 

“A way forward has been agreed 
with Sustrans, that partners feel 
would help alleviate the problems. 
The proposal put forward was weld 
mesh fence that would blend in with 
the surrounding area and would en¬ 
close all accesses to the side of the 
bridge on both sides. Access for 


wheelchairs/pushchairs, etc, would 
not be affected.” 

The council’s area partnership 
will also contribute towards the 
cost. Ward councillor Garry Perry 
said: “There has been damage 
caused to cars, but ultimately one 
of these days it could be much more 
serious. The people doing this need 
to think, this could be their relatives 
driving past.” 


School admissions 
service may be cut 


A SERVICE that deals with pupils’ applica¬ 
tions for school places could be cut back af¬ 
ter costs rocketed, it was revealed. 

The admissions service in Walsall has been funded 
by the borough council for the last year after a pri¬ 
vate contract ended. But bosses say they have real¬ 
ised that the running costs are around 50 per cent 
higher than they were actually paying. 


Fire breaks 
out at home 
in revamp 

A FIRE broke out in a bed¬ 
room of a house that was be¬ 
ing renovated - but no-one 
was there when firefighters 
arrived. 

Crews say the blaze in 
Arden Road, Bloxwich may 
have been started acciden¬ 
tally by a discarded ciga¬ 
rette. 

But it looked like no-one 
had lived there recently and 
the property was empty 
when they turned up. 

Neighbours said that no¬ 
body had been seen there 
at the property for at least 
a week. 

The first floor bedroom 
of the semi detached house 
was badly damaged in the 
fire. 

Crews stopped the blaze 
from spreading to other 
rooms using two hose reel 
jets. 

Neighbours raised the 
alarm at about 4pm yester¬ 
day. 

Bloxwich watch com¬ 
mander Simon Shakespeare 
said: “It looks like there 
hasn’t been anyone living 
there for a while. 

“There was no evidence 
if a break-in but someone 
must have been there be¬ 
forehand. 

“It looks accidental but 
as no-one was there when 
we arrived its difficult to 
know.” 


Now they have to work 
out how to find the extra 
cash - or face reducing the 
service. School leaders from 
across the borough want to 
get permission to use more 
of a Government grant to 
fund the shortfall. 

But regulations prevent 
them from budgeting any 
more for the service than 
they did the previous year. 

In total the service will 
cost £362,000 for 2014/15, 
compared to £240,000 over 
the previous 12 months. 

The council’s schools 
forum - a body of heads and 
governors from across Wal¬ 
sall - has decided to attempt 
to get the budget increased. 

But they admit a ‘robust 
case would need to be made’. 

A report to the forum 
adds: “This would need to 
explain why it is not pos¬ 
sible to make the efficien¬ 
cies within central budgets 
which would be expected 
from a flat cash settlement 
and which are being made 
within non-schools budget.” 

The report adds: “The 
schools admission service in 
Walsall was previously part 
of the outsourced education 
contract. In the final year of 
the Serco contract the cost 
of the service was estab¬ 
lished as £240,839. 

“The problem with using 
this information is that the 
Serco contract was a fixed 
price contract. In essence, 
the price paid was not nec¬ 
essarily the cost of the ser¬ 
vice.” 

Parents apply to the ad¬ 
missions service by express¬ 
ing a preference for three 
primary schools, and for up 
to five secondary schools.

Lorenzo 
system 
glitches 
carry on 

PROBLEMS with a new 
hospital computer system 
that was supposed to make 
it easier to process patient 
information are continuing, 
bosses have admitted. 

But they say 25 tempo¬ 
rary workers taken on at 
Walsall Manor Hospital at a 
cost of £100,000 are helping 
to tackle the issues. 

Their contracts are al¬ 
ready being extended 
beyond the initial three 
months - and bosses admit 
they are struggling to get 
back to ‘business as usual’. 

Staff complained that the 
new Lorenzo system actu¬ 
ally slowed them down, and 
left them struggling to fit all 
their work into their day, 
fearing it could lead to mis¬ 
takes in booking appoint¬ 
ments and clinics. 

Twelve projects have been 
launched to solve issues 
with the system. 

The new system will even¬ 
tually mean the removal of 
the need for staff to phys¬ 
ically retrieve paper files 
from storage rooms. 

A report by Steve Darkes, 
director of informatics, says: 
“A number of issues have 
arisen as part of the imple¬ 
mentation that the trust 
needs to get on top of.”

Weather chaos - stranded cars stuck 


DRIVERS were left stranded, homes with¬ 
out power and main roads blocked as part 
of Walsall felt the full force of flash flooding 
following torrential rain. 

Neighbourhoods and roads in Streetly 
and Aldridge were among the worst hit 
areas. 

In Chester Road, opposite the Wheat & 
Son Garden Centre outside Streetly, five 
people had to be be pulled from their cars 
by firefighters after becoming stranded in 
water around 4ft deep. 

The water levels, which were raised by 
a stream under the road and the nearby 


Bourne Pool, also left much of the garden 
centre’s large car park under water. 

Police closed the road both ways but it 
was reopened later the same day at around 
7pm. 

While many of the cars had been recov¬ 
ered, a lorry remained sunk in a ditch at the 
side of the road. 

Heightened water levels also caused the 
closure of Little Hardwick Road due to an 
overspilling sewer. 

Residents saw water rising high in their 
gardens, but escaped any damage to their 
homes. 


However, in Mill Lane homeowners were 
not so lucky. Alan Cowan came home to find 
the road ‘turned into a river’ and water in 
his outbuildings, conservatory and kitchen. 

About a dozen motorists who tried to 
make it through the water by his house 
were forced to abandon their cars in a 
nearby field. 

Police were also forced to close Little 
Aston Lane due to cars becoming stranded.

£30m will 
help bring 
more jobs 

A £30M investment in a 
Black Country borough will 
safeguard existing jobs and 
create new ones, a council 
boss said.

“The improvements will 
have a significant positive 
impact on not only the 
transport network in Wal¬ 
sall but also the regenera¬ 
tion of the borough.”

Planning documents state 
that the properties would be 
for ‘aspirational dwellings 
on land off Buchanan Road’. 

“The objective is to pro¬ 
vide housing suitable to 
attract to the Walsall and 
Aldridge area managerial 
and professional persons 
that are likely to invest in 
employment generating 
businesses. 

“This type of housing will 
assist with the retention of 
entrepreneurs and would 
improve the choice of hous¬ 
ing within the Walsall area,” 
says the report. It adds that 
the housing would be simi¬ 
lar to properties in the Little 
Aston and Four Oaks area 
near Streetly, ‘where large, 
well-designed houses are set 
in spacious’ grounds. 

But Walsall Friends of 
the Earth co-ordinator 
Beth Porter said other sites 
should be looked at first. 

She said: “There are 
plenty of brownfield sites 
crying out for new hous¬ 
ing. The Arboretum is our 
premier park and we see no 
reason to allow executive 
houses to spoil the open 
character that makes the 
park such as asset to the 
borough.”

New leisure plans to be drawn up 


FRESH plans for the future of 
leisure centres in Walsall will be 
drawn up in the coming weeks after 
previous proposals were opposed by 
councillors. 

Walsall Council wanted to build 
new centres at Oak Park, Walsall 
Wood, and High Street, Bloxwich. 

And they even gave the projects 
the go-ahead despite concerns being 
raise d over rocketing costs. _ 


But councillors voted against in¬ 
cluding the £24 million outlay in the 
next year’s budget at a recent full 
council meeting. 

So council leader Mike Bird said 
the proposals would go back to the 
drawing board and could end up 
being scaled back. 

Now he has revealed more de¬ 
tailed plans will go before council- 
lors in the coming weeks as bosses 


decide how the developments will 
take shape in the future. The costs 
could be scaled back as a result. 
And they will also be looking at the 
possibility of redeveloping the Gala 
Baths in the town centre and build¬ 
ing a new multi-storey car park. 

Councillor Bird said: “The plans 
are very much on the front burner 
but we are having to have a rethink. 
One of the top agenda items at the 


next council meeting will be the up¬ 
coming leisure strategy, which will 
include details on the plans for lei¬ 
sure centres.” 

The total cost of the project is 
currently £24m - with £2m com¬ 
ing from a government grant. The 
council would borrow the rest of the 
money and would shell out £ 1.39m 
a year in repayments - including in- 
terest - for the next 25 years. 


£ 280 k boost for social 
club in bacteria scare 


MORE than £280,000 will be invested into 
transforming a social club amid fears it 
would be forced to close on health and safe¬ 
ty grounds. 

Walsall Council has agreed to commission essen¬ 
tial and much needed works at the Darlaston Com¬ 


munity Association spoi 
ground, known as Darlas! 

The building has been 
found to have legionella 
bacteria in the water sys¬ 
tem which needs to be re¬ 
placed as part of work worth 
£255,750. 

This also incorporates 
other essential action such 
as kitchen and toilet up¬ 
grade and resurfacing at the 
rundown site. Further ac¬ 
tion costing £32,445 has also 
been agreed which involves 
restoring the bowling green 
and hedge and shrub work is 
also part of the investment. 

The Darlaston Commu¬ 
nity Association has been 
putting together a business 
plan for the site and wel¬ 
comed the investment. 

Councillor Paul Bott, a 
trustee, said: “I don’t think 
there is any choice, we have 
campaigned with the trus¬ 
tees for nearly 12 months 
to get this funding into the 
Rec. It gives the building a 
new lease of life. This will 
benefit everyone from the 
young and old.” 

He added they would 
also be pushing for another 
£70,000 plus of improve¬ 
ments it has said is needed 
to improve the premises.

Under the terms of the lease 
DCA is responsible for stat¬ 
utory compliance and this 
would include water safety 
management.”

The produce is grown by students from the NUS as part 
of their training and then picked by co-ordinators from the 
college’s Student Eats scheme. 

Hospitality and catering students then use the vegeta¬ 
bles in their food preparation.

Four are 
saved by 
officers 
after fire

“On arrival, the two women 
and two men were already 
out of the flat after being 
rescued by police officers. 
The four, who were all in 
their 30s, were asleep when 
the fire broke out. 

“The four were given 
oxygen at the scene by am¬ 
bulance staff before being 
taken to Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital suffering from smoke 
inhalation. They have since 
been discharged. 

“The brave actions of the 
police officers undoubtedly 
contributed to the extent of 
the smoke inhalation being 
reduced.” 

Two ambulances, a rapid 
response vehicle and a par¬ 
amedic officer were sent to 
the scene at around 2.20am.

Clearance 
of gullies 
sees tons 
of silt go 

AROUND 32,000 gullies 
have been cleared of 700 
tons of silt amid fears they 
were becoming blocked and 
causing flooding. The work 
was carried out in Walsall 
after residents had called 
for action, complaining that 
roads and pavements were 
getting flooded. 

To tackle the problem a 
new system was launched 
which will see the gullies 
routinely maintained in¬ 
stead of workers waiting for 
problems to arise. It high¬ 
lighted that some have not 
been cleaned for ‘a consider¬ 
able time’, the council said. 

Officials say an average 
routine clean costs £10, 
whereas an emergency call 
out is £100 or more, and 
often takes much longer. 

But bosses have warned 
that there is still a risk that 
drains could become blocked 
again during autumn and 
winter. 

A report by John Rose- 
blade, group manager for 
engineering and transpor¬ 
tation, said: “Despite the 
number of gullies cleared, 
there will always remain 
problems in autumn months 
when there is excessive leaf 
fall. A large number of 
leaves can quickly block the 
grid of an otherwise clear 
gulley during heavy rain. 
We have been working to 
identify the locations where 
this is a specific problem.” 

Help from NI6

Heritage talks over £l00k organ appeal 


ORGANISERS of a £100,000 appeal to re¬ 
vamp the Darlaston Town Hall organ will 
meet English Heritage officials next week 
to hold talks on the plans to repair it. The 
instrument is more than a century old and 
needs repairs to its pedal board and the 
pneumatic action that makes the sound. 

Work is also required the clean the pipe 
workings. Campaigners Mervin Jones and 
Councillor Doug James hope to attract lot¬ 
tery cash to help cover the cost of the work. 

Mr Jones, an organist who runs monthly 
concerts at the town hall, and the councillor 
joined forces to launch a fundraising drive 


to improve it for future generations. Rep¬ 
resentatives from the heritage body will 
visit the hall, in Victoria Road, Darlaston, 
on July 25 and 28 for preliminary talks. 
The organ was built 111 years ago by the 
renowned organ maker James J Binns of 
Leeds at its Bramley Organ Works. Officials 
from Binns are also due to visit the town to 
see what work will be required. 

Councillor James, of Darlaston South, 
said: “We have started negotiations with 
English heritage over what help they can 
give us towards the project. Their repre¬ 
sentatives will be coming later this month. 


They will be shown the organ as a part of a 
tour of the premises. They are only prelim¬ 
inary meetings, but people have been very 
positive towards the scheme so far. 

“We are also linking up with Forest Arts 
Centre on a couple of ideas that we have. 
There are three shows lined up for the au¬ 
tumn when we hope to attract a number of 
celebrities to come and perform for us.” 

They have also revealed that a Black 
Country community choir contest will be 
held on November 21 and 23 as part of the 
efforts to attract more people to music per¬ 
formances and to raise the appeal’s profile. 


“We hope to establish an annual competi¬ 
tion featuring schools and residents to give 
them an opportunity to show what they can 
do. There will be no auditions, but if there 
are a lot of entries we will organise heats,” 
Councillor James added. 

There are also plans for three autumn 
concerts to help raise the profile of the cam¬ 
paign. The organ was given to the town in 
1903 by the town’s prominent Slater fam¬ 
ily. Slater Street situated near the town 
hall was named after them. It was com¬ 
missioned by Mrs S M Slater and family in 
memory of her late husband James. 


Talented Andrew in frame 
as Ken's portrait unveiled

HIS paintings of politicians, 
comedians and authors have 
been displayed across the 
globe. 

And now Andrew Tift has un¬ 
veiled his latest project - a portrait 
of former London Mayor Ken Liv¬ 
ingstone. 

Mr Tift’s work has gone on show at 
the National Portrait Gallery in London. 

It was commissioned after Tift won 
the 2006 BP Portrait Award for his 
painting of Kitty Godley, first wife of the 
artist Lucian Freud. 

Mr Tift, who has worked as a profes¬ 
sional artist for 20 years from his home 
in Birmingham Road, Walsall, has built 
up a reputation for getting the personal¬ 
ity of his subject across. 

Born in Great Wyrley, he went from 
the village’s High School to Stafford Col¬ 
lege of Art to do a foundation course in 
art and drawing, and then to Birming¬ 
ham Art College, and a BA Hons and 
MA with distinction in illustration. 

Kinnock 

His portrait of Kitty Godley, spread 
over three paintings, ‘changed his life’, 
he says, and got him commissioned to 
paint Tony Benn. From that came a 
commission to paint Neil and Glenys 
Kinnock for the National Portrait Gal¬ 
lery. 

For his latest work, Mr Tift had a se¬ 
ries of sittings with the former mayor 
and they decided to set the portrait in 
his back garden in London on a summer 
day. It is painted in acrylic on canvas 
and took 11 months to complete. He 
said: “I wanted it to be a relaxed and 
informal depiction. 

“One of the things Ken said to me 
during the sittings was that he always 
tried to appear calm during interviews 
and debates and never lost his cool so 
I wanted his pose to be calm, as if the 
viewer was in conversation with him 
and he was listening. I liked the idea of 
setting him in his garden rather than 
against architectural symbols of London 
which he is associated with because it 
was his little patch of London.”

Simone Coleman has launched 
the campaign alongside her par¬ 
ents, Gary and Tracey, in aid of 
brain injury charity Headway. 
Her brother Jamey, of Sprin- 
ghill Road, Brownhills, was 
knocked down on the A5 Watling 
Street in Brownhills in March 
while on his way back from the 


nearby White Horse Pub. The 
23-year-old, mother-of-one from 
Sussex Drive in Aldridge, said: 
“I set myself a target to raise 
£10,000 by the first anniversary 
of Jamey’s death next year and I 
am determined to reach it. 

“Headway helps head trauma 
survivors and gives them and 
their families advice and sup¬ 
port and they have been abso¬ 
lutely brilliant helping us come 
to terms with Jamey’s death. If 
Jamey had survived he would 


have needed help from the char¬ 
ity because he would have been 
severely disabled..” 

A page has been set up on the 
JustGiving website in Jamey’s 
honour and £1,220 has now been 
raised. A charity car wash will 
be held on Saturday from 12pm 
at the Anchor Inn in Chester 
Road, Brownhills, to raise more 
cash. Miss Coleman said she has 
been ‘amazed’ by the response 
from the public. She added: “I 
set up a Just Giving page and 


didn’t expect to raise so much 
money in just a few months.” 

Following the crash which 
happened on March 30 the for¬ 
mer Brownhills Community 
School pupil was rushed to the 
head trauma unit at the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham where he later died. 

Around 300 people attended 
his funeral at St John’s Church 
in Walsall Wood on April 15. Po¬ 
lice have appealed for informa¬ 
tion and are investigating.

Dave reaches goal 
on the road to Rio

While Rooney and co failed 
in Brazil, one Englishman 
was definitely on target.

THERE hasn’t been much to 
shout about for England in the 
sporting arena this summer. 

Murray went out with a whim¬ 
per at Wimbledon, while England’s 
World Cup campaign ended in dis¬ 
aster. 

But one Black Country gamer did the 
St George flag proud, reaching the final 
of the FIFA Interactive World Cup in 
Brazil. Dave Bytheway won his place in 
the last stages of the contest after com¬ 
ing 23rd out of the almost two million 
people who tried to qualify for the tour¬ 
nament. He got an all-expenses-paid trip 
to Rio to take part in the competition. 

Once he arrived he battled it out with 
19 other competitors and the 21-year-old 
managed to reach the very last round of 
the contest, which pitted the best in the 
world at the FIFA game against each 
other. And he even beat off competitors 
from England’s old foe France to reach 
the final. 

There, he lost to Danish gamer August 
Rosenmeier, who Dave, of Leacroft Ave¬ 
nue, Low Hill, Wolverhampton, admitted 
was the better player. He said: “It was 
really intense. There were the best 20 
players in the world there so from a com¬ 
petitive point of view it is probably the 
hardest tournament. 

I didn’t think I would ever go to Rio, 
let alone when the World Cup was on.” 

No stranger to playing in gaming tour¬ 
naments on foreign soil, Dave competed 
against the other gamers at the five-star 
Pestana Rio Atlantica hotel, which over¬ 
looks the famous Copacabana beach. 

He got 5,000 dollars for his efforts, 
presented to him by Brazilian legend 
Ronaldo, but the fun didn’t stop there. 
He was also given the once-in-a-lifetime 


experience of a tour of Rio, which took 
in the Christ The Redeemer statue. He 
also managed to bump into some for¬ 
mer real-life football players, including 
1994 World Cup winner and former 
Brazil captain and coach Dunga. 

Dave added: “There was a party at 
the hotel. There was Gary Lineker, 
Alan Shearer, Robbie Savage, even 
Dunga was there. I didn’t want to be 
the guy that goes over to a group and 
splits them up asking for pictures, but 
I did manage to get a picture with Gary 
Lineker.” The 20 contestants had qual¬ 


ified by building up unbeaten runs play¬ 
ing the game online, went into battle on 
July 2 and 3. They came from all over 
the world with several countries being 
represented by a number of players. 

In the past Dave has competed in 
Paris, New York, and Las Vegas, but he 
said nothing could come close to com¬ 
peting in the World Cup in Brazil. Dave, 
who is unemployed said he can make 
a living by playing the game and first 
started playing around five years ago 
when he began with Fifa 09. He said he 
had enjoyed taking part in the Brazilian 


competition. “There were four groups of 
five, with the top two going through in 
each one. I won my group, winning three 
matches and drawing one, but it was a 
lot tougher than my record suggests.” 

In the quarter finals he was ptiched 
against his good friend, Adrien Viaud 
from France. Having played online for 
a number of years and gone to similar 
tournaments, the pair are now good 
friends. He said: “I’ve known Adrien 
for a while. I managed to win that 1-0 in 
extra time. It was a really close match.” 

In the semi-final, it was another close 
fought match, with England’s last hope 
for some World Cup success coming up 
against Jorrick Boshove, from Holland. 

But the Dutch master was no match 
for the Wolverhampton hotshot’s ability. 

Another late goal saw him qualify for 
the final 1-0, again. 

He added: “I didn’t really know him 
that well but we spoke a lot during 
the tournament, and I’d class him as a 
friend now.” 

On July 3, more than a week after Ste¬ 
ven Gerrard, Wayne Rooney and Daniel 
Sturridge had packed their bags and 
come home, Dave was still there playing 
for the pride of his country in the compe¬ 
tition’s final. However, it wasn’t meant 
to be, and Dave went down 3-1 to Rosen¬ 
meier, after initially going a goal ahead. 

He said: “I had played him in a tour¬ 
nament before, , I didn’t really know 
him. We’re pretty good friends now and 
to be honest, he deserved to win.” 

To put the icing on the cake of his 
South American adventure the day 
after the competition ended was also his 
21st birthday when the players compet¬ 
ing were treated to a match at the Ma- 
racana, where they saw France take on 
Germany in the quarter-final. 

So while Roy Hogdson’s boys may not 
covered themselves in glory while in 
Brazil, one Englishman can come back 
from South America with his head held 
high.

THERE are times I wonder if 
some of the Tories enjoy a good 
strike. 

It gives them the chance to 
remind the country of Labour’s 
reliance on the unions and try 
to get everyone to gang up on 
them. 

It’s our children who suffered 
the loss of a day’s precious ed¬ 
ucation, the critics say. It’s the 
hardworking (all the parties love 
that word) parents who had to 
make alternative arrangements. 
The unions say they’re doing 
this for everyone. The Tories say 
they’re hurting everyone. 

The taxpaying public are play¬ 
ing piggy in the middle while our 
kids’ education and future is in 
an emotional custody battle be¬ 
tween opposing ideologies. The 
unions make the valid point that 
it wasn’t lollipop ladies, bin men 
or social workers that caused 
the recession. 

Neither was it the children or 
the mums and dads who have 
been inconvenienced by a shut 
school or left with a full bin on 
the basis of a strike justified with 
turnouts as low as 20 per cent in 
some unions. 

Firefighters had a much bigger 
turnout for their ballot. 

But their own reasons for 
striking - particularly the con¬ 
cern over 60-year-old firefighters 
being expected to carry people 
out of burning buildings due to 
pension reforms - were swept 
up in a general wave of pub¬ 
lic sector discontent because 
everyone chose the same day 
to walk out. Everyone walking 
out at once might have grabbed 
the headlines, but it also let the 
Government to condemn them 
en masse rather than address 
the many and varied concerns 
each union has. 

Meanwhile Tory, Lib Dem and 
Labour MPs who either imposed 
miserable austerity on the coun¬ 
try or presided over years of 
unsustainable spending (debate 
those points among yourselves) 
were probably not too bothered 
by schools shutting. 

They earn more than double 
the national average salary. I 
can’t imagine any of them was 
particularly stretched by the ex¬ 
tra childcare costs. 

At least the Tories took a side, 
whether rightly or wrongly, in 
condemning the strike. 

Labour chose to neither sup¬ 
port nor condemn it officially 
even though its bread is but¬ 
tered by the unions and their 
donations. 

It’s a strange position to take 
because Labour owes its very 
existence to the trade union 
movement. 

I don’t see why Ed Miliband 
needs to appear so coy about it. 

He could do with working out 
exactly where he stands with 
public sector strikes so the un¬ 
ions know what they’re letting 
themselves in for if he becomes 
Prime Minister. 

As any ‘hardworking’ person 
affected by the walkouts will at¬ 
test, playing piggy in the middle 
is no fun at all.

Screening saves women’s lives 


CERVICAL screening saves approximately 
5,000 women’s lives annually in the UK. 

The screening is available for women in 
the 25 to 64 age range. 

Even without the screening around 1,000 
women die of cervical cancer each year with 
around 3,000 women newly diagnosed. 

This is the most common cancer in women 
aged 20 to 29 and the second most common 
cancer in women under 35 in Europe. 

This cancer can be prevented in the 
majority of cases through cervical cancer 
screening and vaccination against HPV 
(Human Papilloma Virus). 

What is very worrying is that in Walsall, 
we are not achieving the 70 per cent target 
for screening and it is even more worrying 
that some GPs are only able to access 45 per 
cent of women needing this screen. 


Uptake of the screening is particularly 
low among women with learning difficulties, 
mental health problems and women from 
black and ethnic minority families. 

As Mayor of Walsall, I am highlighting 
this concern, shared by health workers in 
the hope of sparking a debate and through 
this, greater awareness of the poor uptake of 
this opportunity by many women. 

We need to know why Walsall is well 
below the 70 per cent target for screening 
and concentrate minds on how this low take 
up can be increased. In a nutshell we are 
talking about how many Walsall women’s 
lives can be saved, that will otherwise be 
lost if screening for cervical cancer contin¬ 
ues to remain well below target.

Campaign to get buses 
at night and weekend

A PETITION has been submit¬ 
ted to parliament in a bid to get 
evening and weekend buses for 
residents in an area of Walsall, 
amid fears they are left stranded 
at home. 

More than 60 people in Pheasey 
have called for a service at night and 
on Sundays with some having no other 
way of getting about. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz is helping 
to lead the campaign on behalf of residents 
of Beacon Heights Park Homes. 

She said the 934 and 936 no longer oper¬ 
ate on Beacon Road on evenings and Sun¬ 
days and was contacting Centro to try and 
speak with bus operators. 

Centro said there are good public trans¬ 
port links but would continue to monitor 
the situation. 

Ms Vaz said: “There is a clear strength of 
feeling that residents are cut off from pub¬ 
lic transport, particularly in the evenings 
at weekends. 

“More than half the residents of Beacon 
Heights Park Homes signed the petition. 

“Many of the residents are elderly and do 
not drive. For them, the provision of good 
bus services is vital as they would have to 
pay for taxis every time they want to go out. 

“Without access to public transport, 
many residents are effectively stranded at 
home or unable to return home in the eve¬ 
nings. It is crucial everyone has access to 
public transport at the times they need it. 

Centro spokesman Mark Langford said 
the transport authority recognised the con¬ 
cerns of the residents but added for such 
a comparatively rural area Beacon Heights 
already had good public transport links. 

“Centro subsidises routes which may be 
commercially unviable yet which meet so¬ 
cial need, but they must fulfil certain cri¬ 
teria to ensure the taxpayer gets the best 
value for money, something which at the 
moment the level of demand in the eve¬ 
nings and on Sundays at Beacon Heights 
does not meet,” he said. “However we will 
continue to monitor the situation.”

Dancing days recalled

WHEN the founder of a pop¬ 
ular ballet school set it up 50 
years ago in a garage - she 
never imagined it would grow 
into a lasting institution. 

Over the decades Walsall Acad¬ 
emy of Dance has seen aspiring 
stars join the ranks of famous bal¬ 
let troupes, appear on the stage as 
well as the big screen.

Metropolis 
a class act

Land Rover has unveiled the most luxurious 
and best equipped Freelander ever - and 
despite all the extra kit it costs less than the 
previous flagship of the range. 

And we know there will never be a better Freeland¬ 
er because the model is due to be replaced next year 
by the Discovery Sport. 

Most manufacturers produce special editions during a 
model’s run-out period, and in this case it’s the £35,995 Me¬ 
tropolis which builds on the previously top-of-the-range HSE 
Lux with premium Windsor leather, electrically-adjustable 
seats, a panoramic sunroof, xenon headlights, a reversing 
camera, premium metallic paint, gloss black interior high¬ 
lights and new 19in alloy wheels. 

Launched at the Windsor Horse Show, it heads up a com¬ 
pletely revised Freelander range, with new trim levels and 
power train options. It should boost Freelander sales at a 
time when the popularity of compact SUVs is still growing, 
as is the choice and sophistication of the competition. 

That said, the Freelander 2 already has the advantage 
of being instantly recognisable as a product of the iconic 
marque, with styling cues taken from the Discovery and of 
course, the Range Rover. For many that makes it an object 
of desire, and does secondhand values no harm at all. 

The 4x4 Freelander is a serious off-roader, but it’s also 
roomy and comfortable everyday transport on the road: and 
in the case of the Metropolis downright luxurious. It’s the ul¬ 
timate Freelander, in a range which has been moving further 
upmarket with each successive revision. 

Comfort 

Driver and passengers can relax in the plush leather 
and in air conditioned comfort, while enjoying the same 
high-powered surround sound system fitted to top Jaguar 
models. A central colour touch-screen provides compact 
and easy-to-use controls for the satnav, audio and Bluetooth 
telephone systems. 

It is, naturally, powered by the top engine in the range, the 
190PS, 2.2-litre, four-cylinder diesel which can take it from 
a standstill to 62mph in under ten seconds and average a 
little over 40mpg. 

The smooth and responsive automatic transmission is 
standard: you have to concentrate to even feel the changes 
which adds to the car’s upmarket feel. 

That feeling is echoed in the interior: not just the Metrop¬ 
olis extras but the styling cues on the instruments and con¬ 
trols which just scream Range Rover. 

A previous makeover simplified the switchgear, removing 
for example the big Terrain Response’ knob so that there’s 
now just one switch allowing you to scroll through a menu 
of settings which govern how the gears, throttle and steering 
respond best in any given conditions. 

Land Rover prides itself on the superior off-road capabil¬ 
ities of all its cars and the Freelander is no exception. But 
long gone are the days of the Series I’s rough ride result¬ 
ing from the necessarily beefy, long travel suspension. Now 
they have to compete with the comfort and ride quality of 
their less versatile rivals on the road where, let’s face it, 
SUVs will spend most of their time. 

The Freelander soaks up the bumps, with a smooth, sa¬ 
loon car-like ride while the engine is refined and quiet. High¬ 
speed cornering in a high vehicle like this inevitably means 
some body roll, but it’s not enough to cause discomfort. 

If the original Freelander was the baby of the range, the 
Freelander 2 is the teenager because it grew in all direc¬ 
tions, so it’s now not all that far behind its more expensive 
siblings in terms of room for five passengers. The 755 litres 
of boot space makes it useful family transport and by folding 
down the three rear seats you can extend that to 1,670 litres. 
The towing limit is 2,000kg. 

Electric windows and mirrors, split/fold rear seats, rear 
parking sensors, and electronic safety systems such as dy¬ 
namic stability control are standard across the new Free¬ 
lander range, which consists of five models. 

All are now powered by the same turbo-diesel engine, 
with three trim levels (including Metropolis) - the other two 
both come with manual or auto gearbox options. The new 
line-up starts from £27,765.

into the path of Dave Edwards. An assured 
finish followed. 

Clarke’s moment then came four minutes 
into the second half and was not without 
its symbolism. On his “second” debut for 
Wolves last season, he broke away from the 
half-way line but failed to finish cleanly, a 
prelude to a return to his first club which 
didn’t go as he would have hoped. 

Last night, a Identikit chance occurred 
- and he will hope the sure touch and com¬ 
posed finish with which it was executed is a 
sign of a happier time to come. 

It was left to Cheltenham midfielder Matt 
Richards to claim the best goal of the night, 
however, when he curled a delicious free- 
kick over the wall and beyond Aaron McCa- 
rey on 61 minutes.
